NEWPORT, R.I. (AP)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Japan’s new Prime Minister Ha- 
yato Ikeda have exchanged 
pledges they will work closely 
together to strengthen ties of 
friendship between their coun- 
tries and to promote world 
peace. 

Messages exchanged by the 
two leaders were made public 
by the summer White House. 

Ikeda recently succeeded’ No- 
busuke Kishi, the target in June 
of left-wing rioters who forced 
‘eancéliation of Elisemhower’s 
visit to Tokyo. At the time both 
the President and Kishi called 
the riots Communist-inspired.

X15 Streaks 


To Set New Speed Mark 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif. (AP)—America’s 
X15 rocket ship, warming up 
for trips to the edge of space, 
streaked 2,150 mph Thursday— 
fastest flight on record for a 
manned craft, but just by a 
whisker. 


Joe Walker, ace test pilot for 
the U.S. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, was 
at the controls and becomes the 
new “fastest human.” 


The pre-X15 mark was 2,004 
mph reached here Sept. 27, 1956, 
in the X2 research plane by air 
force Capt. Milburn G. Apt. He 
was killed moments later when 
it went out of control and 
crashed. 

Walker may have bettered 
that in an X15 flight last May 12, 
when he hit mach 3.2—or 3.2 
times the speed of sound, plus 
or minus 5 per cent due to pos- 
sible instrument error. 


The plus would make his 
speed 2,148 mph, a mark sur- 
passing Apt’s. The minus would 
make it 2,074 mph, below Apt’s. 


By contrast, the record for 
conventional jet planes is 1,525 
mph, set here last Dec. 15 in 
a Convair F106 Delta Dart by 
Maj. Joseph W. Rogers. 

Walker Thursday opened wide 
all eight barrels of the X15’s 
twin rocket engines, trying to 
push the plane to top speed with 
its present power plant. For 
all-out flights, 50 to 100 miles 
high, there will be a more pow- 
erful engine.

burst pushed it to 78,000 feet,

Then the craft made a long, 
fast glide back to this desert test 
center and landed at 9:08 a.m.

Plane Flies With 
Folded Wings 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The U.S. Navy says one of 
its carrier-type jet planes 
took off with its wings fold- 
ed and rose 500 feet but the 
pilot managed to bring it 
down again safely. 

The incident occurred 
Aug. 2 near Naples, Italy, 
when the plane took off 
from a land base. 

The wings are normally 
folded on carrier-based 
planes when they are stor- 
ed below the flight deck in 
order to provide more stor- 
age room. 

The navy said the plane 
with its wings folded had 
gotten into the air when 
the pilot noticed the con- 
trols were not working well, 
He looked down, saw that 

the wings were folded and 
brought the plane and him- 

self down safely.

Japan May Suffer by New 


Japan has _ simultaneously | 
gained one point. and lost an- 
other by the decision of the 
U.S. Government to institute a 
uniform tariff on wool textiles, 
in place of the so-called Geneva 
Reservation tariff-quota system.

transpiring, however, Mr. Liu has made statements since 
he came here that obviously have for their objective an 
attempt to alienate the Japanese people from their Gov-

This is particularly necessary at the present time when 
leftist forces are showing increasing ‘Activity in the endeavor 
to subvert democracy in this country. 

Although it is true that the Sohyo convention closed 
after the failure of attempts to align it officially behind 
the Communist Party, a platform pledging support to the 
Socialist Party was voted.

Japan Speaks 


Japan Not Falling Off 


Oversimplified View Tends to Misguide US. Public Opinion 


, 


The “Nations Speak”. series, 
participated in by Writers of seven 
countries—U.S.. Britain, France, 
Germany, USSR, India and Japan

“Is the United States really 
losing Japan as predicted by 
U.S. senator Thomas J. Dodd? 
What can the United States do 
to halt this erosion if it is 
really taking place? Is a Ja- 
panese Marshall Plan the an- 
swer?” 

These questions, directed to 
me in this Nations Speak in- 
ternational forum, have directed 
my attention to the view ex- 
pressed in July 1955 by Thomas 
J. Dodd, then representative and 
member of the House Commit- 
tee on Communist Aggression. 

“The U.S. is in real trouble 
in Japan,” the senator once set 
forth his view with this state- 
ment. His view, though clear- 
ly exaggerated, has merits cer- 
tainly in callingattention to 
“the critical Asian front” which, 
it seems, has hitherto failed to 
receive sufficient attention. 

Advancements made in “the 
fields of communication, : trans- 
portation and weapons have 
made the world so small that 
the expanse of either the Pa- 
cific or Siberia does not count 
much any longer. The Russians, 
on the one hand, have some 
facility in understanding Asian 


minds. The Americans, on the 
other, appear still somewhat 
puzzied despite their having 


made early efforts in opening 
diplomatic contacts with Japan 
in the last century. 
Two Way Approach 

As far as the Japanese. people 
are concerned, they are still far 
from forming a correct image 
of the United States. But ap- 
proaches are by necessity from 
both sides to the Far East and 
the outcome will shape the fu- 
ture not only of Japan, but of 


Asia and, indeed, of the entire 
world. For an American in a 
responsible position, it Was 


quite sensible to have tried to 
arouse a more definite interest 
in Japan as early as in 1955. 

Now in hindsight, however, 
Sen. Dodd himself might want 
to correct some parts of his 
statement to make it really up- 
to-<iate. As the events in the 
course of five years have shown 
the United States is neither los- 
ing Japan, nor making real 
progress, however, in cultivat- 
ing its friendship with Japan. 

But let me acquaint the rea- 
ders a little more with Sen. 
Dodd's view itself, in case they 
are not familiar with it. What 
he presented as “the facts as 

see them” are reproduced 
here with short comments of 
mine in parentheses. 

(1) Japan could be complete- 
ly paralyzed within 24 hours 
by a kKremilin-called general 
strike. (That surely is the 
Communist aim, but the Com- 
munists: also have their pro- 
blems and difficulties.) 

Said Red Dominated 

(2) Of 5 million organized 
workers, 3,500,000 are under the 
control of Communist-dominated 
unions. They are all in key 
industries and are directed by 
Moscow-trained experts. (The 
leftist labor federation Sohyo, 
3,500,000 strong, was at the time 
of writing this article, studying 
at its 15th convention ways and 
means to overcome its organi- 
zational weakness, and Moscow- 
trained experts, if any, may 
perform better by seeking guid- 
ance from the visiting Red 
Chinese “good-will” delegation 
to the convention.) 

(3) Communist influence in 
education ranges from nearly 
100 per cent control of elemen- 
tary sthool teachers to 10 per 
cent of the university gradu- 
ates. (Though the Japanese 
views may not be infallible, the 
Japan Teachers Union, accord- 
ing to the commonly accepted 
Japanese view, is like a Japa- 
nese crarie, which is white but 
only its top (crest) is red,

(True, but their number 
is “short of reaching majority 
and will remain’ so even after 
the next election.) 
Brainwashed POWs 

(5) Japanese prisoners of war 
held for years by the Reds 
were given super-Communist 
training and are one of the 
best-trained party cadres in. the 
world, (Partly true but the 
effect of brainwashing is not 
permanent for many indi- 
viduals.) 

My comments in parentheses 
may appear to be an admission 
that Sen. Dodd's statement is 
more or less correct. But it -is 
neaply impossible to refute that 
kind of statement, just as it is 
to disprove the assertion that 
the world is heading toward a 
nuclear holocaust. 

Any prophesy of doom, though 
Sen. Dodd steered clear from 
making one, does not do any 
good save awakening the people 
from lethargy. As far as Ja- 
pan-U.S. relations are concerned, 
it seems, the United States is 
now fully aroused to the need 
of more exertion in this part 
of the world, thanks probably 
to men like Sen. Dodd: himself. 

At this time—in the period 
of calm following the student 
vest pocket revolution that 
forced Prime Minister Kishi's 
resignation—the most harmful 
thing one can do is to over- 
simplify the situation. I will 
explain why. 

Offensive to Japanese 

The argument that Japan is 
“in jeopardy” fails to produce 
any constructive proposal to 
rectify the situation. Moreover, 
that kind of . argument has 
offended many Japanese for rea- 
sons that might not be imme- 
diately clear to many Ameri- 
cans. 

To the Japanese, however, 
the reasons are simple. The Ja- 
panese, and other Asian peoples 
for that matter, want to be re- 


cognized as a politically inde- 
pendent and culturally unique 
nation, Japan,.in her own es- 
timate, is not merely a friend 
or foe of either the United 
States or the Soviet Union. 
This does not mean neutralism, 
although it may favor neutral- 
ism under certain eircumstanc- 
es. The recognition of this fact 
must precede any material aid 
like Sen. Dodd’s Japanese Mar- 
shall Plan. 

Sen. Dodd in 1955, must have 
been appealing to the. American 
people. It is grossly unjust to 
accuse him of looking down 
upon the Japanese. Neverthe- 
less, his type of thinkings seems 
to have pervaded American 
public opinon and those Ameri- 
cans who are not well informed 
tend to use that line of think- 
ing as the sole criterion in 
judging Asian news. 

Harmful to U.S, 

That kind of thinking, reflect- 
ing. as it does a supersensitive 
cold war psychology, not only 
offend Asians but possibly make 
them suspect the intellectual 
capacity of the U.S. people. It 
will be indeed harmful to the 
United States, especially  be- 
cause the Russians are ostensi- 
bly protesting a deep wunder- 
standing and sympathy to the 
Asian nationalistic aspirations. 

It must be added hastily, 
however, that that kind of at- 
titude is fast disappearing, as 
far as the Americans in Japan 
are concerned, But the erosion 
of U.S. influence can be halted, 
only when the U.S. view of Ja- 
pan, as well as of Asia, under- 
goes a thorough reexamination 
in this regard. 

A Japanese Marshall 
That might be a good idea. 
But already by 1955 Japan had 
roughly finished the process of 
postwar reconstruction. In this 
quick recovery, it should be re- 
membered, the expanding trade 
relations with the United States 
have played a vital role.

Open Letter to the Mothers of the World 


Dear Mothers of the World: 

We are a small group of Ja- 
panese mothers who meet once 
each month to discuss topics of 
interest to us all. We do not 
claim to be allied with any 
“names” and none of us hold 
positions other than those of 
wife and mother. We are not 
affiliated with any political or- 
ganization. 

We would like to call on you 
-—the mothers of the world— 
to share with us the spirit and 
hopes expressed in this letter. 

Today is Aug. 6, 1960. Exact- 
ly 15 years ago, the world’s 
first atomiic bombing occurred 
at Hiroshima leaving 410,000 
dead and injured. 

To those of us who were for- 
tunate enough to survive the 
terrible war, its memories are 
only those of sadness and pain. 

In the wake of the bomb 
were thousands of children left 
orphans by the biast. Many 
young men and women today 
carry on their bodies ugiy burn 
scars while a number of elderly 
people survived the blast only 
to be deprived of the love and 
comfort of their departed fami- 
ly mbers. 

Eyen today—15 vears later— 
y survivors still suffer from 
bomb-induced radiation diseases 
and each year the number of 
victims climbs as others died of 
their illnesses. Some of the 
children born to survivors who 
apparently suffered no ijl effects 
have turned out to be deformed 
or mentally retarded. 

Sadness and rancor are unpro- 
ductive and as such as is hu- 
manly possible we have put 
these things aside for others 
which we hope can help pre- 
vent such an awful event in 
the future. We try to use our 
courage and our strength to 
fight for a cause we believe in, 
one that can make the world a 
better place for all mankind.

A-Bomb Anniversary

Students and young working 
men and women will be travel- 
ing by second class trains to go 
home on vacation or for the 
Bon festival, but actually they 
will be on the former third 
class trains. The third class 
has been promoted to second 


class and sec- 
ond class ‘to 
first. 


In Italy there 
is no third class. 
train. Traveling 
from Milan to 
Florence about 
two years ago I 
bought a sec 
ond class ticket 
not knowing 
there were only ‘ 
two classes. The carriages were 
very crowded and many who 
were unable to obtain seats in 
the compartments were stand- 
ing in the passage. I had no 
seat, so I paid the difference 
and moved to the first class 
which was also divided into 


compartments equipped with 
six comfortable chairs. The 
difference in fare was not 
much. 


-In Japan it is only very re- 
cently that the third class -was 
abolished though the.same car- 
riages are in use. Some may 
think that there have been no 
changes by upping the classes 
except in name only, but as 
compared with the prewar and 
immediate postwar third class 
carriages, the third class (now 
second class) carriages of the 
newly built special express 
trains on the Tokaido line were 
as good as or better than the old 
second class trains. The rail- 
ways could have made the class 
promotions much sooner. 

Travel on second-class car- 
riages is comfortable and the 
fare is only one-third of the 
price of special second-class 
tickets. 

The significance of eliminat- 
ing the third class is that Ja- 
pan’s proletariats can travel in 
comfort, On third class fare 
they can actually’ enjoy the 
same comfort of traveling in 
the former second class of the 
old trains, 

It is gratifving that gradual- 
ly the disparity between the 
different social classes has been 
lessened and far more thought 
and consideration are given to 
the working masses by the 
government and management. 

The Ikeda Cabinet has an- 
nounced its. plan to further ex- 
tend the social welfare pro- 
gram. Thus the Liberal 
Democratic Party seems to have 
taken over the program to 
guarantee “the greatest hap- 
piness to the greatest number 
of people,” which the Socialist 
Party regards as their monopo- 
ly.

Expanding Economies 


LONDON—The separisionist 
economie policies pursued by the 
governments of Western Europe 
are vielding handsome dividends, 
whatever indices are used to 
measure progress. In Britain, a

In France, the gold reserves 
have increased threefold over 
the last two and a half years, 
and increasing supplies of oil 
and natural gas in her own ter- 
ritories augur well for the 
future.

ports have increased fivefold, 
wages doubled and home con- 
sumption has risen by nearly 
two-thirds. 


Italy’s industrial boom shows 
no signs of slackening. In the 
first four months of this year 
industrial output. reached a 
level nearly 17 per cent greater 
than in the corresponding 
period of 1959. The current 
problem in Italy is to close the 
widening gap between the north, 
the traditional industrial re- 
gion, and the south, where the 
pace of industrial development 
has been slower. 


In other countries the story 
is the same. The Dutch, for 
instance, have exceeded fore- 
casts in productivity despite a 
labor shortage.

The first 
digital computer to be used in 
British industry was produced 
by the NPL; the engineering 
version of this is now used 
widely throughout the world. In 
the ship division, experiments 
in water tanks on methods of 
stabilizing ships in heavy seas 
have been so successful that 
when exceptionally severe 
storms swept the North Sea last 
winter, the only trawlers which 
made port anywhere near sche- 
dule were built on lines worked 
out in the ship division. In this 
respect NPL has far outstripped 
the vision of its founders. To a 
greater extent than its counter- 
‘parts in other countries it has 
developed a tradition of pioneer- 
ing application of discoveries 
of physics to the practical prob- 
lems of industry.
